PRACTITIONERS are unanimouſiy od, 
that, in order to cure a confirmed ox, the 
adminiſtration of mercury, in a certain 
quantity, becomes indiſpenſably neceſſary; 
but the manner, and quantity, in which we

| how it acts in effecting a cure, are ſubjects 


on which their opinions are extremely di- 
vided. Without entering into any prolix 
detail of thoſe ſeveral opinions, I will only 
offer what I have found, on attentive ob- 
ſervation, the moſt effectual method of 
curing this diſeaſe, under different loath- 
ſome circumſtances. 
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nts principal attention we ſliould Ns 
previous to our adopting any method wy 
treating a patient infected with a 
ed pox, is, the particular habit of body he 
is of, and the general ſtate of his Health; 
for upon à due conſideration of | thoſe 
points, our ſucceſs in adminiſtering mer- 
cury will much depend. It but too fre- 
quently happens that, for want of thoſe 
attentions, many painfull inconveniencies 
are experienced by the patient in the pro- 
ſecution of his cure, which but too often, 
through the neglect of a previous well 
3 preparation, will not be effacded. 


Warn a courſe of 1 POL ABLE, 1$ 
thought neceſſary, to cure a patient infected 
with a pox, it often happens, that thoſe are 
adminiſtered without any other preparation 
than a doſe or two of phyſick; by which 
means the patient is at once thrown into 
an high degree of ſalivation; ſo as entirely 
to preclude the introducing into the ſyſtem 
a ſufficient quantity of mercury to effect a 
cure; at the ſame time that he muſt under- 
go all the dangerous and loathſome conls- 
quences of a falivation *.

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Turk are certain conſtitutional com- 
j plaints, which render venereal affections 
very obſtinate, and extremely unfavourable

It ry a e idhleod opinion among 
praftitioners, that, in caſes where the ve- 
nereal virus is combined with a ſcorbutic 
habit of body, the good effects of mercury 
are not only rendered very precarious, but 
it's adminiſtration extremely dangerous: 
This, under certain limitations, muſt un- 
doubtedly be allowed. 


Nt there exiſts a great difference in 
| bark affections; for ſome are of the dry 
Frpiginous ſeruff. like kind of blotches, or 
tetters, which ſhew only an acrimonious 
and not ſceptic diſpoſition of the humours ; 
while thoſe that appear in livid or violet 
ſpots ſcattered over the body, attended

Warn we are + determdindd to adminiſter 
mercury, it is of no ſmall importance to 
have in view the diſtinction of ſcorbutic . 
affections, into the acrimonious and putrid. 


I nave generally obſerved, that thoſe - * 

affected with dry ſcorbutic eruptions bear 
mercury extremely well ; and it frequent- 
ly occurs, that in paſſing through a courſe 
of mercurial frictions, they are cured both 
of the pox and ſcurvy. It will be extre- 
mely neceſſary that ſuch patients undergo, 
for a week at leaſt, a previous preparation 
before they begin a courſe of mercurials. 
For this purpoſe, they ſhould be put on 
a light humecting regimen, abſtaining from 
wine, &c. they ſhould be purged occaſional- 
ly with any of the neutral falts, and drink 
every day a quart or three prints of decoc- 
tion of ſarſaparrilla. It will be particular- . 
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ly uſeful, they ſhould uſe the warm bath, 


. every day during the preparation ; as it 


tends to determine the action of the ner 


cury towards the ſkin, a defirable- circur- 
ſtance in this caſe. When thus prepared, 


they may enter on the mercurial courſe, 
and be rubbed without any particular re-

Bor in cafes, where the patient s hu-

preſumption he was poxed, I adviſed him 
to rub in a drachm of mercurial ointment 
every ſecond night; but with this he would 
not comply; ſo I put him on a courſe of 
the mercurial pill, with a decoction of ſar- 
ſaparrilla. In three weeks, he ſeemed quite 
well; but then he ſhewed me, for the firſt _ 
time, three or four warts he had behind 
the glans penis. I rubbed them down 
with lunar cauſtic, and enjoined him to uſe 
the pills and decoction, at leaſt three weeks 
more, He followed my advice, and the 
warts diſappeared. After that, he went 
into the country, where aha on oli.

3 ks after, he came to me, "bl 
omg! me the warts grown again; but 
ſaid he never enjoyed better health, and 
would take no medicine, but begged I 
would give him ſome cauſtic, which I did; 
and thereby he occaſionally took them 
down, and continued in perfect health for 
a year, from the time I firſt had the care 
of him. But then another abſceſs, ſimilar 
to, N firſt, appeared on the other ſide of

the anus, which I opened in the fame 
manner I had done before. 3 


ANOTHER gentleman of the profeſſion 
was now called in, and, in conſultation, 
was of opinion the patient was ſtill poxed, 
and that it was abſolutely neceſſary he 
ſhould be ſalivated. 1 urged that, although 
there was a probability it might be ſo, yet 

as I had often ſeen warts remain after re- 
peated ſalivations, when it might be pre- 


ſumed the virus was ſubdued and the com- 


plaint but local, and, as our patient had, 
at preſent, a dry huſky cough and hoarſe- 
neſs, it would be better to treat him in a 
more gentle manner, and wait the effect. 
This advice was not received, and his 


friends put him under the care of the other 


gentleman, who, removed him to a nurſe- 
keeper's, where he had him nine weeks in 
a falivation. His ſore ſoon healed; but the 
warts remained unaltered; his ſtrength 
was much exhauſted, and, the laſt week, 


he began to ſpit blood. It was now found, 


although too late, that mercurials would 
not do; and, as the laſt reſource, he was 
ſent to Wicklow, it weint the beginning

of May, to drink goat's whey: But pit- 
ting of pus ſoon ſucceeded to that of 
blood, attended with a conſtant pain in 
the breaſt, colliquative ſweats, purgings 
at times, &c. Three weeks before he died, 
I ſaw him, and he ſhewed me the warts 


ſtill unchanged. He died, to the laſt de- 
gree oor; in Ang: 
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_ 1772, 4 young man e be 
or twenty-two, ' in company with ſome 
other young men, being all drunk, lay 
with a common proſtitute: They were all 
diſeaſed in conſequence. He had a trouble- 
ſome heat in making urine, but no run- 
ning, and ſoon after, a number of warts 
appeared on the glans and behind it.

Ie at laſt came up to 
Dublin to have my advice: He had now 
been for a year diſeaſed, and never had 
any other venereal appearance; his con- 
ſtitution ſeemed only affected by * great 
en of medicine be had taken. 


As there ſeemed to, be. 1 
being poxed, the different treatments he 
underwent having been by no means regu- 
lar, I adviſed him to ſtay under my care 
for ſome time, to which he conſented, I 
began with bleeding and gentle purgmg, 
and put him on a ſoft mild diet, &c. and 
made him take the warm bath, After 
twelve days preparation, during which _ 
time he bathed twelve times, I began with 
the mercurial frictions, uſing onſy a drachm 
of ointment each time, and continusd 
them ſo as not to let the mercury affect his 
mouth; the warts were left without any 
application, to wait the event. ' In fix 
weeks, not finding them likely to go aff, 1 
rubbed them with the lunar cauſtie; but 
4n x little time they grew up as bigas ever. 
F then had meourte to the lapis infernalis, 
and made” the Whole interior part of the 


* prepuce 
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prepuce and exterior of the glans ſlough 
off; but ſtill they grew up again; and 
after he had been under my care for ten 
weeks, during which time he rubbed in 
five ounces of ointment, by the two laſt of 
which I made him ſpit, to ſee the effect, I 
was obliged to ſend him into the country, 
in danger of a Horus the warts *__ as 
large as ever. 


1 W TH goat's whey, and a milk diet, he 
recovered in a ſhort time; but the uneaſ- 
neſs of mind he ſuffered made him apply 
to practitioners in the country, when he 
took, as he told me, a vaſt quanty of pills, 
&c. He came up to Dublin once more, 
after being ten months in the country: It 
was in June, and he was much in the 
ſame ſituation as when I firſt ſaw him, af- 
fected with no other complaint but the 
warts. In conſultation with two gentle- 
men of the profeſſion, it was agreed he 
ſhould paſs, after the neceſſary preparati- 
ons, through a courſe of frictions, which 
was continued for eight weeks, without 
having much effect on his mouth. What 
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moſt encouraged us was that, the firſt four 
weeks, the warts ſeemed to wither and drop 


off; but in the latter end they grew up 
afreſh. We tried every kind of eſcarotic, 
ſtrong and weak, thoſe mentioned in the 
Medical Obſervations, mercurial purges, 
&c. to no purpoſe. At length we left them 


off, and put him on the extract of cicuta, 


and a light decoction of bark. 


He now began, after four months from 
the time he came up to town, to grow weak, 
ſweat at night, and ſpit ſome blood: He 
was yery much emaciated, and loſt his ap- 
tite; his legs ſwelled, and his pulſe was 
extremely quick. Recourſe was had, in 
vain, to aſſes milk, Seltzer water, Peruvian 
bark, &c. He went to the country, in 


October 1774, and died conſumptive, in 


December following, the warts remaining 


as large as ever. The lungs, in both theſe 


patients, ſeemed to be the 128 chiefly af- 
fected. 


A GENTLEMAN of eminence in the pro- 


feſſion has lately communicated to me two 
caſes 


| caſes of this _ 4 man, who! had no 


other appearance of the venereal diſeaſe but 


a ſmall wart, which grew out of the mea- 
tus urinarius, yet communicated the infee- 


tion to his wife in a more virulent degree; 
for, in a few days aftef their connection, 
ſhe began to complain, and warts appeared 
on the labia. They both paſſed through the 
moſt regular courſe of mercurial frictions: 
the huſband, during the time, having rub- 
bed in ſeven ounces and a half of mercurial 
ointment, and the wife five; the warts were 
fumigated with cinnabar, taken down by 
cauſtics, &c. But after five months treat- 
ment, which proved ineffectual, mercury 


was obliged to be laid aſide, and the warts 


ſtill remain. 


Tris * thoſe caſes that I have found the 
ſolution, with the decoction of farſaparrilla, 
or guaiacum, extremely effectual; but I 


muſt own I prefer the latter. In three 


patients, which lately occurred to me in 


thoſe circumſtances, after previouſly pre- 


paring them, I put two of them on the 
ſolution, with the decoction or guaiacum, 


and 
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and to the other I gave that of farfaparilla. 


The three were cured in the courſe of fix 
weeks, or two months ; but I obſerved, that 


the warts diaſappeared much ſooner on the

THERE is a method of introducing 


mer cury, by rubbing calomel on the in- 


fide of the mouth, lately propoſed” by Mr. 
Clare &, and recommended by Dr. Hunter 


and Mr. Cruikſhank/ As the thought 
was ingenious, and: the authorities reſpec- 
able, I reſolved to give it a fair trial. For 
that purpoſe, I ſelected ten patients under 
different circumſtances of venereal infecti- 
on; but all of them had either chancrous 
ulcers on the glans penis, or ulcerated bu- 
boes; caſes in which we find, in general, 
the hed! effects of mercury ſoon become 
conſpicuous. I ſuperintended their rub- 
bing from three to five grains of calomel, 


every day for three weeks, on the inſide 
of the mouth, in conformity to the direc- 
tion of thoſe gentlemen. It ſeemed to me 
that very little, if any, of the mercury en- 


tered the ſyſtem, except what the patients 


were

were obliged to ſwallow, in the conſtant 
flow of faliva, that the rubbing excited. 


Some had their mouths made ſore, which 


appeared the effect of the conſtant fric- 
tion ; but in none could I perceive any 
amendment in their ſeveral complaints, 


and ſome of them encreaſed ; ſo that I was | 


obliged to give over this mode of treat- 
ment, and adopt another. | 


I PRESUME that if we have a mind to 
try the effects of calomel, in the cure of 


the venereal” diſeaſe, it will be found a 
much more eligible method to give it in 
pills, and truſt to the abſorbing ſurface of 
the ſtomach for it's introduction into the 
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
